stood around while | beat her ass in. She 
came back to school two days later all

That scuffle set the tone of knuckle 
dominance that has continued through 
to the 125-pounder’s boxing career. Last 
year, Cary claimed her first title in her 
debut tournament, the Pacific Northwest 
Women’s Open. 

“Punching somebody in the face 
feels good,” Cary says. “When | connect 
with my left, it’s awesome. I’m like Oscar 
De La Hoya in that I’m left-handed, but | 
fight right-handed.

right hand to be the strongest?’ 

Outside of the ropes, Cary concentrates 
on her boxing-training business and 
plotting how she'd knock Tonya Harding 
out in a fight. (“If 1 caught her with a 
hook on the chin, she’d be out in the 
first,” Cary explains.) She also takes the 
time to critique the punching prowess 
of her fellow lady pugilists. 

“Watching men fight is like watching 
a chess match,” Cary says. “I prefer to 
watch women’s boxing: They just bang 
each other. Women fighters don’t know 
how to move their heads or anything”

The first man to break the sound barrier on despising NASA, crash-landing near schools and eluding Nazis 


In 1947, while flying the X-1 test 
plane, you became the first person 
to go Mach 1 and break the sound 
barrier. How did that come about? 
In 1945, the military guys weren't 
allowed to do research flying. That 


was the bailiwick of the National | 


Advisory Committee for Aeronautics, 
the forerunner of NASA. Their civil- 
ian pilots wanted this goddamn 
outrageous amount of money to 
take the X-1 out to the speed of 
sound. It was their responsibility 
and they guarded it very jealously. 
So how did the Army get the right 
to take over the project? 
Well, Slim Goodman ofthe Army Air 
Corps said, “Hey, we own the air- 
plane, we paid for it. Why the hell 
should we pay a bunch of damn civil- 
ian pilots these outrageous sums 
when we've got military pilots who 
are as good—or a hell ofa lot better?” 
So we took over the X-1 and were 
sent to Muroc Air Base in California 
in 1947. I’m telling you, NACA did 
everything they could to keep us 
from breaking Mach 1, They were the 
nastiest people in the world. To this 
day, I’m NASA's worst critic because 
ofall the terrible stuff they did. 
That's kind of funny. 
No, it’s not funny. It was a very 
serious situation. Three guys, Bob 
Hoover, Jack Ridley and I, were sent 
out there, and Colonel Albert Boyd 
said to us, “Get that airplane above 
Mach 1.” It was a pretty bad situa- 
tion, and fortunately we were suc- 
cessful. Hell, civilian pilots had been 
flying that damn airplane for a year 
already and made 25 flights. We did 
itin 93 days with only nine flights. 
That opened up all the research fly- 


ing for us military guys, for future X | 


test planes. We did all the flying and 
research on them, and then after 
we exhausted all of their capabili- 
ties, we'd give them to NACA. Then 
they'd paint over U.S. Air Force and 
put NACA on them and think that 
they had reinvented the wheel. 
How did you begin your long 
career as a test pilot? 
I flew Air Force cockpits for 60 years 
and one month. But I didn’t come 
into the Air Force to fly airplanes. 
When I joined in 1941, I'd never even

been in one. I came in as a mainte- 
nance guy on the airplanes. And 
then I saw, well, shit, these guys 
who are flying ‘em got clean hands 
and good-looking gals on their arm, 
and here we are busting our knuck- 
les and getting dirty working on air- 
planes. The U.S. was mobilizing 
before the war and training pilots, 
but they weren’t getting enough 


applicants. So they recruited 18- | 


year-olds with high school degrees 
to bein the flying sergeant program. 
When you broke the sound 
barrier, were you terrified of the 
plane breaking apart? 
No, you don’t get scared in airplanes. 
All that does is detract from your 
capability of getting the hell out of 
asituation. And anotherthing: You 
read these stories about pilots—say, 
one’s inan airplane, he’s flying over 
a city and his plane’s on fire, so he 
picks out a field to crash in and 
misses aschool and misses a house. 
Bullshit! There's only one thing that 
goes through a pilot's mind in asit- 
uation like that: self-survival. And 
that’s it. The story makes good 
copy, and hell, the guy's dead any- 


way, so ifyou want to make hima | 


hero, that’s OK. 

Can you explain what it’s like to 

break the sound barrier? 
See, you're not smart enough to 
understand all this, but shockwaves 
build up in front of the airplane, 
which interferes with your control. 
Hell, Id been flying jets out to .82 
Mach where we ran into shockwaves 
forming on the airplane and buffet- 
ing and so on—do you have anyidea 
what the hell I’m talking about? 

Maybe we should just talk about 

your crash in occupied France 

during WWII. How did you elude 

the Germans for four months? 
Well, there’s not a German alive who 
could catch a West Virginian in the 
woods. We were trained in escape 
and evasion. Are you familiar with 
the Scott 0’Grady story? 

The Air Force pilot who was shot 

down over Bosnia and survived 

on the run for six days, right? 
Aw, shit. You know, that mother— 
for one, he got himself into a god- 
damn area where he wasn’t supposed 


to be with his F-16 and they zapped 
him with a missile. But he lived in 
the goddamn woods there with his 
survival kit for only a few days and

The movie industry 
hasn't helped a hell of a lot either. 
Like Top Gun with Tom Cruise. The 
guys they portrayed in that god- 
damn movie would last about two 
seconds in a real war. It was good 
entertainment and that’s all. It’s 
nota training film, that’s for damn 


sure. You know, in every damn movie | 


they make, whether it’s flying ora 
Western or anything else, there’s 
always some good-looking little gal 
in the background they dangle in 
front of people. 

A lot of people joined the military 

after Top Gun because they 

thought the Navy looked cool. 
That's no way to fight a war. You're 
wasting your time. 

At 80 you're still flying planes, but 

what are you like on the highway? 
Well, [haven't killed myself yet. One 
thing I dois set my damn car onthe 
speed limit and engage the cruise 
control and enjoy life.

Chucking a javelin requires a strong and flexible shoulder, so 
Pappas works out with lengths of rubber tubing with anywhere 
from 10 to 35 pounds of resistance. “I tie it to a fence at the 
height of the throw, then pump away,” he says. The exercise not 
only strengthens the shoulder, but it also helps find the correct 
motion. “Everybody has a tendency to throw from the side, but 
for the jav, you have to come up over the top more,” he says. 


JUMP SQUATS 


Tom’s best event is the high jump, which means he could easily 
sit out from practicing it. Instead, he opts for joint-demolishing 
jump squats to strengthen his thighs and calves. “It can really 
wear on your knees and back, so you have to be careful,” Pappas 
warns. With about 185 pounds on a barbell behind his back, he 
goes into a half-squat, then jumps straight up, landing again in 
the half-squat. Rapid-fire, of course.
